“A good public servant must 
possess, as one of his natural 
talents a sensitivity to what is 
ethical and what is not ethical 
conduct, in little things and big. 

“There is no substitute for a 
built-in code of ethics—built into 
the individual and brought along 
with him when he joins the pub- 
lic service.” 

The former TVA head told the 
subcommittee there was no need 
for a code of ethics governing 
personal and official conduct of 
“well-selected” officials of major 
responsibilities. But, he added, a 
code of conduct, having the force 
of regulation, could be a real help 
in the case of government em- 
ployes in routine posts, “and es- 
pecially those who have not yet 
learned the difference between 
the standards expected of those 
who are trustees for other peo- 
ple’s money—the public's money 
and those who are spending 
their own money.’ 

Lilienthal warned that stupid- 
ity, incompetence and the lack of 
aggressiveness are “sins 
against the public welfare just as 


eiplining effect on any decent 
man. On the other hand, he said, 
it certainly is not true that be- 


getting the right cause a man is on the permanent 
so organizing the (payroll of the government that 


he is disinterested and puts public 
— ahead of other consider- 
ations. 


“Some of the worst cases of 
putting industry interests first,” 
he declared, “I have seen right 
here among career employes of 
the regular old line departments 
and agencies.” 


Sale of Influence. 


Another witness before the 
ethics subcommittee, newspaper 
columnist Marquis Childs (whose 
articles appear in the Post- 
Dispatch), described the sale of 
political influence for personal 
gain as the “most flagrant abuse” 
in Washington. 

This practice, he said, is un- 
doubtedly costing the taxpayers 
vast sums. While admitting t'iat 
it probably is impossible to curb 
the evil by legislation, Childs sug- 
gested a law requiring members 
of Congress and top-level govern- 
ment administrators to disclose 
publicly all their sources of in- 
come, including those frcm pri- 
vate wealth and professional gain. 
Childs pointed out that many 
defeated or retiring Congressmen, 
as well as heads of Government 
agencies who quit or fail to obtain 
reappointment, set themselves up 


surely as are the ethical blind- 
ness, the petty shoplifting and the 
major skullduggery we see in 
these parts from time to time.” 

The question of ethics in gov- 
ernment, he said, involves the 
protection of so-called. “‘dollar-a- 
year’ men, who enter public serv- 
ice on a temporary basis in time 
of emergency, from the constant 
criticism and heckling they en- 
counter in government work. 

“But when to this atmosphere 
there are added slur and indis- 
criminative attacks, often by in- 
nuendo and indiscretion ... you 
have a situation most unjust and 
unfair, and actually harmful to 
the defense of the country,” the 
witness asserted. 

While conceding that govern- 
ment must be operated for the 
most part by “career” employes, 
Lilienthal warned that it would be 
impossible to do a good job under 
present-day conditions by relying 
exclusively on such employes. 

“We need honesty and high 
moral standards,” he said. “We 
need more than that. We have 
got to have men in government 
at this critical time who know 
what it’s all about. 

“And in the nature of things 


many of these men can be found 


only in the ranks of private life; 
many of them can possibly come 
into government only on a tem- 
porary basis. In the interest of 
our country we had better make 
the conditions decent for these 
men.” | 
‘Loss of Best Brains.’ 

Lilienthal told the subcommit- 
tee he recognized that there had 
been instances to support charges 
that some “dollar-a-year” men had 


than in public service. 

“By any indiscriminative attack 
on the motives and ethics of ‘he 
dollar-a-year men constitutes not 
only ‘a grave injustice but threat- 
ens this country’s defense effort

Childs declared public apathy, 
indifference and cynicism towards 
potitics had contributed more 
than anything else to the decline 
of morals in government. 
“Growing Defeatism.” 
“There is a growing defeatism 
to “the effect that the individual 
is powerless to work out any 
change for the better,“ he said. 
“This attitude pervades the lower 
ranks of government. 
“Contributing to it is the gov- 
ernment’s loyalty program, with 
the ever-narrowing constrictions 
on the individual's right of ex- 
pression and his ever-present fear 
that if he sticks his neck out, it 
may be cut off.” 
Childs said this situation is 
deadening to initiative and to the 
creative imagination that are 
needed in the face of the Commu- 
nist challenge to the western 
world.

Easing of Credit Forecast. 


Housing Administrator Ray- 
mond M. Foley forecast an early 
easing of the shortage of private 
mortgage money for home financ- 
ing. 

Foley told the housing confer- 
ence that an improved supply of 
real estate credit will be “espe- 
cially important” in getting „the 
defense housing program under 


way. 

Asserting that the tightness of 
mortgage funds is especially se- 
vere in the “secondary market“ 
the large investors like insurance 
companies and investment trusts 
which buy up mortgage paper 
from local banks, Foley added in 
a prepared speech: “We now 
think that this (credit shortage) is 
a temporary condition and will 
clear itself to a large degree in a 
relatively short time.” 

This will be ‘especially impor- 
tant, he said, to the start of new 
dwellings in areas designated as 
“critical” because of the inflow 
of military personnel and defense 
plant workers.

FIRST INFANTRYMAN 
FROM U.S. KILLED 
IN KOREA IS HOME 


BECKLEY, W. Va., June 25 
(AP) — The first American foot 
soldier killed in Korea lies in a 
fresh American grave today—an- 
niversary of the start of the Ko- 
rean war. 

He was Kenneth Shadrick, 19 
years old. He was killed last July 
5 by a machine gun blast from 
a Red tank as he fired his ba- 
zooka. Army officials said he was 
the first American foot soldier to 
die in the Korean “police action.” 

His body arrived by train in 
Prince, W. Va., last Wednesday. 
Yesterday he was given a military 
funeral here. 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. The- 
odore Shadrick, and their nine 
other children were among the 


250 in attendance. A horse-drawn 
caisson with a military escort 
carried the youngster’s body to 
An Legion Post 32 Ceme- 
ery.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

For the 35 years I have lived 
in rooming houses, 15 years as a tenant 
and 20 years as an operator. Rent con- 
trol has held rents below the purchas- 
ing power of the tenant. 


I have a three-room unit which was 
held off the market for about two years 
by the previous owner because of run- 
down conditions. I reclaimed the unit 
at a cost of about $1030, and put it 
on the market at a maximum of $20 
per week, which is an increase of $3.50 
per week over the 1942 level. 


This unit is accomodating five peo- 
ple with firstclass rooming house ac- 
comodations. That is $4 per week 
eee ae) ee aes new Se 

tter set-up. Now I have been notified 
by the rent contro! office that the maxi- 
mum rent permitted will be lowered. 


In order to regain as much of my 
investment as possible, I shall take this 
unit off the family market and put it 
on the market for two people. This Will 
be a case of five people being forced 
to give their living quarters to two 
people, under conditions imposed by 
rent controls. This is not a rare case 
by any means. 

I believe this is against our common 
welfare, and is stabbing the heart of 
our Constitution. We ought to get rid 
of this dagger which is stabbing the 
family. 

It seems quite difficult for some peo- 
le to realize that the rooming house 
ndustry is an essential element of our 

economy and society. It serves many 
people as their only stepping-stone up 
to a better standard of living. Many 
peuple live long and happy lives in 
rooming houses. The rooming house 
industry prevents .our residential ar- 
chitecture from being swallowed up by 
the huge monster known as slums.

The Administration was 
unwilling to raise false hopes, yet the State 
Department at once discussed the proposal with 
the British and French embassies, and there 
was talk of a direct query to Moscow for a 
fuller explanation of Malik’s suggestion. 

In Westfield, Mass., Benjamin A. Cohen, 
formerly of the State Department and now 
Assistant Secretary General of the U.N., ven- 
tured the hope that “we may be standing on 


the threshold of an agreement that will put. 


an end to the carnage and suffering in Korea,” 
that the world may be “on the threshold of 
peace.” 6 

The big question, of course, is whether the 
Russians will seek to tie any strings to the cease- 
fire proposal, whether they really want to 
see an end to the shooting, or whether they 
want to use this only for more fruitless talk 
such as that which went on for so long among 
the deputy foreign ministers in Paris. 

If the latter is the case, the U.N. and the 
United States should force the true Russian 
intent into the open. Certainly the free nations 
should not—and, we are sure, will not—put 
themselves in the false position of rejecting 
a genuine peace effort. 


* „ . 

After a year of fighting in Korea, there is 
some cause for believing that the Communists 
may have had enough. Their aggression has been 
repelled, and they have suffered very severe 
losses. The fighting obviously is a most severe 
drain on Chinese resources, and Moscow must 
be wondering whether it can afford much more 
aid to China, especially with no returns in 
sight. On top of that, popular feeling in China 
and even in Russia must be running more and 
more against this imperialist adventure. 

Such gloomy Communist thoughts as these 
are further deepened by the growing strength 
of the free nations. Today the United States 
and the United Nations are much, much better 
prepared ta resist aggression than they were 
a year ago. Korea, so long as the fighting 
continues, is a reminder to the Western nations 
that they must keep their good intentions 
backed up by armed strength. So there is an 
almost daily improvement in their position oppo- 
site the Communist bloc. . 

Perhaps the Russians are realistic enough to 
appreciate this. Perhaps they are ready to end 
their indirect part in a losing game. Perhaps 
they are ready to recognize the old maxim that 
power politicians “rule where they can, and yield 
where they must.” 

These are the points which the world's diplo- 
mats are exploring today. Their problem is not 
merely the possibility of a cease-fire, but the 
possibility of a truce which would make the 
year of fighting in Korea an effective sacrifice 
for world peace. 

While they work, the rest of us wait.

So the over-riding requirement 
remains the training of more doctors and the 
building of more facilities for treatment. 

Missouri has been remiss in both respects. 
The way to begin catching up is to start a 
four-year medical course at the University of 
Missouri in Columbia. But the doctors’ lobby— 
and particularly its Kansas City representatives 
—blocked that until the legislators adjourned 
for the summer. Will the people of Missouri, 
especially the people of rural Missouri, insist 
on action when the Legislature reconvenes?

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Nazi Renaissance 

There is no shortage of predictions of ¢on¢ 
tinued political success for West Germany’s neo- 
Nazi Socialist Reich party, which won 11 per 
cent of the popular vote in a state election in 
Lower Saxony. The most recent forecasters, and 
deplorers, of a bright future for regenerate 
Nazism are some unidentified Ruhr industrial- 
ists, who told an Associated Press reporter the 
party’s growth will be fertilized by the dis- 
satisfaction of West Germany’s German-stock 
refugees from the East. 

There are about 10,000,000 refugees in West 
Germany, about one fifth of the population, and 
anybody who has heard one of them complain 
of his treatment and say bitterly that Hitler 
was no worse than Churchill will agree that 
they are a rich source of revived Nazism. 


Many would welcome a new war, as the only 


foreseeable way of returning to their old homes 
or regaining their old positions of authority. 

Some concerted measures need to be under- 
taken, by Germany's Western conquerors no 


less than by Germans themselves, to give the . 


refugees decent jobs and decent housing, and 
speed their assimilation into their new homes. 

Equally important is a determination by the 
Bonn government to fight the Nazis with all 
the powers at its command. Munich's Sued- 
deutsche Zeitung, commenting on the demon- 
stration of sympathy organized by the Socialist 
Reich party at the burial of one of the Lands- 
berg war criminals, voiced the disturbing sus- 
picion that Bonn is repeating the mistake of 
the Weimar Republic in dealing harshly with 
the left and weakly with the right. Said the 
paper: 

We must insist most categorically that 
the constitutional court shall not delay in 
banning these anti-constitutional parties. If 
the center is to be strong, it must deal 
strictly with both extremes. German de- 
mocracy must become militant. Otherwise 
it will end by losing again.

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Ten Who Got One Fourth 


The increasing concentration of defense orders 
with large business has Congress properly wor- 
ried, and the House Small Business Commit- 
tee proposes a bill to help repair the situation. 
This measure would establish a small defense 
plants corporation, similar to one which aided 
little enterprises during World War II. 

In a preliminary report, the committee states 
that 10 big corporations got more than one 
fourth ‘of all the Government’s defense spend- 
ing in the first nine months of the Korean war. 
The first 15 corporations received one third, 
in terms of dollar value of contracts. 

Contracts, however, are only one way in 
which the defense program has aided larger 
enterprise at the expense of smaller. Tax 
write-offs, intended to promote building of 
defense plants, now amount to more than five 
billion dollars and most of these have gone 
to big firms. Five steel companies got a quar- 
ter of all tax deductions in the first months. 

To an extent, the Government cannot help 
itself in awarding major defense contracts. 
The first consideration in defense production 
is speed, and only larger production units can 
supply it in some cases. And Government 
agencies have already done considerable to assist

U.S, JUDAISM MUST 
BE SELF-RELIANT, 
SAYS LEADING RABBI 


NEW LONDON, Conn., June 25 
(AP)—Judaism in America must 
stand on its own feet from now 
on, says Dr. Philip S. Bernstein, 
president of the Central Confer- 
ence of American Rabbis.

Some Antelopes Grow 
Taller Than a Huge Ox

E are apt to think of an 
W antelope as an animal which 

is somewhat smaller than a 
white-tailed deer, and which is a 
very fast runner, as well as an 
expert jumper. 

That description fits many an- 
telopes, but these animals are 
closer to cattle than they are to 
deer, Certain antelopes are larger 
than cattle, and others are small- 
er than goats. 


Africa is the chief home of an- 
telopes, but a few kinds are na- 
tive to Asia. North America has 
one kind, the pronghorn, which I 
plan to write about in the early 
future. Today I shall remark only 
that it is a very fast runner! 

The largest of all antelopes is 
the eland. Sometimes it grows to 
a height of almost six feet at the 
shoulders! It is taller than a huge 
ox. 


Elands are found in various 
parts of central and southern 
Africa. Some of them have brown 
hair. Others are blue-black. Still 
others have black and white 
stripes over parts of their bodies, 
but fail to equal zebras as striped 
animals. 

Elands grow long, twisted horns. 
— the bulls and the cows have 

orns. 


During the greater part of the 
year, elands live in forest areas, 
usually in groups of from four to 
10. Later, when fresh grass cov- 
ers the plains, elands wander out 
to graze. the months of 
grazing, they gather in herds with 
from 25 to 200 members. 

The flesh of an eland is good to 
eat, and tastes very much like 
beef.

I think we are better 

able to judge what our children need, than they are. You 

favor family councils, Dr. Popenoe, but it seems to me that

Neither am I, Mr. E. But I’m for helping children 
to grow up and become good citizens, and they can’t grow 
up if they are always treated as children, even though they 
may be almost old enough—legally—to marry or to vote. 

Psychiatrist William C. Menninger, who was in charge 
of the Army’s problems with psycho-neurotics, writes that 
the men best able to meet the stresses of war were those 
who came from families “ruled by council, not by edict; 
where parents are genuinely interested in their children, 
not patronizing; where responsibilities are shared by both 
mother and father, not shifted onto the back of one or 
shirked altogether. These are the homes where there is 
open discussion of where the family will go on vacation 
or what movie they will see, where each and every member 
has his chores and responsibilities. . In this team spirit 
they achieve an emotional maturity that is rare in a world 
sick to death of selfishness.”

At the age of 12 he took 
a good look at the gas street 
lamp outside his door and de- 
cided to find out exactly how 
such an illuminating marvel 
worked. 

Today at 84, after a brilliant 
career as chemist, auto manufac- 
turer, authority on salmon fish- 
ing and endless other subjects, 
he is about to publish a book for 
farmers which tells how to make 
good soil out of poor land by em- 
ploying chemicals. 

There is no doubt that’ after 
using his mental powers to their 
fullest for eighty-odd years, it 
would be easy for Mr. Hewitt to 
tackle a totally new subject to- 
day, as it was for him to find 
out about gas street lamps away 
back in 1879. . 

There is no rule that applies 
to all cases, but repeated tests 
indicate that men and women 
who learned special skills by the 
time they were 16, can readily 
be taught other skills when well 
advanced in years. On the other 
hand, those who show little in- 
terest in learning—whether it be 
carpentry or philosophy—when 


time they are 25 or 30. 

To test further the ability of 
mature men and women to learn, 
we at Columbia Teachers College 
recently taught Russian to a 
group of 270 men and women be- 
tween the ages of 45 and 70. Rus- 
sian was selected because it was 
a language with which none of 
them had any previous knowledge. 
The classes met for two hours a 
day, an hour of instruction and 
an hour of study and practice. 

At the end of two months, we 
found our group of so-called “old- 
sters“ had covered as much terri- 
tory as college students do in a 
whole semester!

A “Falling Out.“ 

T IS. suggested that if “a fall- 

ing out,” describing a quar- 

rel, were instead “a falling 
down,” the words could be ra- 
tionalized as representing the 
kind of quarrel where one of the 
parties is knocked down! 

True — a “falling out” is not 
necessarily the kind of disagree- 
ment where the persons come to 
blows. In fact, in the sense in 
which it is familiar to all of us, 
a falling out is not at all sug- 
gestive of violence or deep en- 
mity, but rather of the kind of 
dissension among friends that is 
quite likely to be patched up 
again. So don't try to rational- 
ize it. 

The “falling out” is our current 
vintage of the old word outfall. 
However, this statement would be 
inaccurate if the fact went un- 
mentioned that the expression in 
the form of to fall out is also 
some centuries old.
